Photographic Paper. 





Paper for photographic pictures must be per- 
fectly uniform in strength, pliability and thick- 
ness, but especially must have no chemical or 
other impurities. The slightest trace of iron, 
even when not observable in the paper, would 
produce disturbing spots under the influence of 
chemicals. The manufacturer who fulfills these 
conditions does all that can be done in this 
branch of art, and this it must be said is, so far, 
very little. To attain this aim requires a com- 
bination of every favorable condition. In the 
first place the factory must have pure water, as 
clear as crystal, and, above all, free from min- 
erals. Every step in the manufacture must be 
conducted with the most exact care, and this can 
only be done where the technical manager has a 
thorough knowledge of the fibres and their 
nature, and where the men employed have been 
brought up from childhood to their work. 

Two manufactories supply almost all the pho- 
tograph paper used in the world—those of Stein- 
bach, at Malmedy, and of Blanchet, Fréres et 
Kleber, at Rives. The latter manufacturers al- 
low any visitor to inspect their establishment 
The factory lies close to the town of Rives, a 
few miles from Grenoble, and consists of several 
buildings. The brook which supplies the water 
for washing has a very short course from the 
spring, but receives many important additions in 
its course. The banks belong to the firm, and 
every possible care is taken to keep the water 
pure. It is perfectly free fromiron, and as clear 
as crystal, but contains so much lime that it may 
be called an alkali. The water is passed through 
several filters; the rags are, of course, the best 
white, and are carefully cleaned and cut. The 





rags may 
not come in contact with theiron. The lime so- 
lution is carefully scummed several times, and 
strained so that no impurities can come from this 
source. The beating rag engines are built of brick 
and cement, and lined with faience plates, and the 
roll bars are of brass. The stoneware plates are 
simply pressed on a layer of cement, and give 
the engines the appearance of being made out 
of porcelain. The stuff vats and half stuff 
boxes or drainers are arranged in the same way. 
The pulp and water pipes are also lined, so that 
the contents may not come in contact with the 
iron. The ordinary water apparatus, engines 
and sand traps are sufficient for any impurities 
heavier than water, but an arrangement has 
been made in this factory by which the pulp 
(which has been washed already in the engine) is 
cleansed from any floating scum or dirt, The 
machine on photegraphic paper is worked very 
slowly, at a snail’s pace, and everything is 
brought into requisition to have it run, if we may 
use the word, regularly and smoothly. The 
evaporating steam of the driving engine must 
not, therefore, be allowed to heat the drying 
cylinder, but goes into a condenser. The drying 
cylinder must be fed with direct steam, and the 
pressure regulated with a Legat regulator.

The Paper Industry in Germany. 








The report of the Thode Paper Mills, near 
Dresden, contains some details on the prospects 
and course of the paper trade from which we 
translate the following: ‘‘The prices of most 
materials, with the exception of straw, have 
fortunately fallen, but this article has almost 
reached three times its usual price. This mate- 
rial being indispensable for medium papers, this 
rise in price for a consumption of one million 
kilos is at least 15,000 marks of an increase on 
last year and 40,000 to 50,000 marks on normal 
years. The straw karvest being satisfactory 
this year, prices have already fallen 50 per cert.- 
and there is every prospect of a furtber reduc- 
tion. Some economy could be effected, however, 
in combustibles and a difference of 1.86d. per 
kilo of paper, against 187475 was saved, The 
wages were reduced from 5 to 8 per cent. at the 
beginning of our fiscal year. The lower prices 
have entailed a difference of 744 per cent. less 
profit on same amount of paper compared to 
last year. Owing to the surplus stocks buyers 


are still more exacting as to qualityand finish.”

The Papier Zeitung states that preparations 


are being made to have an exhibition of paper 
manufactures, &c., in the spring of 1878.

A Wonderful Invention. 





From the Scientific American. 

It has been said that Science is never sensa- 
tional; that it is intellectual not emotional; but 
certainly nothing that can be conceived would 
be more likely to create the profoundest of sen- 
sations, to arouse the liveliest of human emo- 
tions, than once more to hear the familiar voices 
of the dead. Yet Science now announces that 
this is possible, and can be done. That the 
voices of those who departed before the inven- 
tion of the wonderful apparatus described in the 
letter given below are for ever stilled is too 
obvious a truth; but whoever has spoken or 
whoever may speak into the mouthpiece of the 
phonograph, and whose words are recorded by 
it, has the assurance that his speech may be 
reproduced audibly in his own tones long: 
after he himself has turned to dust. 
The possibility is simply startling. <A 
strip of indented paper travels through 
a little machine, the sounds of the latter 
are magnified, and our great grand- 
children or posterity centuries hence hear 
us as plainly as if we were present. 
Speech has become, as it were, immortal. 
The possibilities of the future are not 
much more wonderful than those of the 
present. The orator in Boston speaks,

A speech de- 
livered into the mouthpiece of this apparatus 
may fifty years hence—long after the original 
speaker is dead—be reproduced audibly to an 
audience with sufficient fidelity to make the voice 
easily recognizable by those who were familiar 
with the original. As yet the apparatus is crude, 
but is characterized by that wonderful simplicity 
which seems to be a trait of all great inventions 
or discovery. The above illustration, although 
not the actual design of the apparatus as used 
by Mr. Edison, will better serve to illustrate 
and make clear the principle upon which he is 
operating. 

A is a speaking tube provided with a mouth 
piece, C; X ig a metallic diaphragm which re- 
sponds powerfdlly to the vibrations of the voice.

Everything keeps steady, 
which means that we are as dull and slow as 
ever. I hear from one of my friends who has 
completed a journey that business has favored | 
him rather more kindly than he expected, which | 
is comforting. Surely, we shall see better times 
soon. The winter is rapidly drawing near, and 
the unwholesome fogs and good old English 
drizzling mists have already commenced opera- | 
tions. Perhaps as our delightful clim- | 
ate gets worse business may improve. 
We shall certainly be thankful for any 
counteracting influence against the miser- 
able feeling the present outdoor régime 
produces. We have had severe winds 
and some high tides, which have done 
much damage, and thrown many de- 
serving poor on their beam ends. I re- 
member a great tide in 1873, I believe, 
which did great havoc in several ware- 
houses, the water rising half way up the 
casks of chemicals in store, and doing many 
hundreds of pounds’ worth of damage. Chemi- 
cals were high, too, at that time, which made 
such a natural visitation of ruin all the more un- 
comforting. Although, fortunately, no such 
visits have occurred lately, the bad state of trade 
and low prices are a standing misfortune which 
have afflicted paper-makers for some time. There 
is a very fair business doing in the good classes 
of paper. In fact, business may be called b 
30 fai al} , dé are concerned / 
fine writings are selling well, several good 
having been executed lately, and several are 
now on hand. The excellence of our best hand- 
made writings is, I take it, unsurpassed. I won’t 
go so far as to say they are unparalleled, because 
I think that is a hard saying which would re- 
quire some corroboration. Our makers have, 
however, kept up the standard of their goods, 
and a good market has awaited the produce. |

The more mineral loading a fibre 
has to carry the stronger and more tenacious 
that fibre must undoubtedly be. Straw and 
esparto are very useful materials in their way, 
but either used separately and solely will not 
bear too much mineral matter. The paper be- 
comes dull and sullen. It cracks and the clay 
will actually rub out. The question of fibre isa 
much more important one than is generally sup- 
posed and one that must immediately demand 
close attention. Very soon our supply of straw 
will become impracticable so far as the enor- 
mous consumption of the past years is con- 
cerned. The agricultural community are seri- 
ously turning their attention to improved 


| methods of cattle feeding and the waste of 


straw,or rather the loss of the straw by sale, is not 


| compensated by the purchase of artificial foods. 


Straw is bulky and represents a large quantity 
of food as a stock de cuisine, as it were, which 
can be treated and flavored with oilcakes, &c., 
and made profitable feeding. Artificial food is 
too concentrated and too condimental for a diet 
of itself. The agricultural journals are now 
urging the use of cut straw as food and the pa- 
per-maker will have to face the probability of 
straw becoming absorbed by the growers. What 
is to be the coming fibre? Many say wood; 
many others say that a sheet of good paper can’t 
be made from wood. It is notorious that me- 
chanical wood pulp is largely used in cards and 
some kinds of news, but it does not seem to be 
favorably entertained by practical paper-makers 
in this country. Whatever fibre may ultimately 
become the stand-by of the trade, paper-makers 
should lose no time in seeking for it. Rags are 
too expensive at present prices, but what be- 
comes of all our colonial rags and fibrous ma-

J. G. Ditman & Co. are always busy, as they 
represent every line of trade and fill orders 
from all grades of customers. 

Jessup & Moore are doing their average busi- 
ness, which of course, is very extensive.

I see by your issue of October 27 that there is 
still an inclination upon the part of some of the 
manufacturers and dealers to cast suspicion on 
some one, but they have not got the moral hon- 
esty to come out and be frank, and tell the 
truth, and shame the devil; but as they have 
done in the carrying out of the association they 
are trying todo in this matter, and make out 
that somebody else was to blame, I acted in 
good faith in this matter. After meeting Mr. 
Hayes, of New York, and Mr. Butler, also of 
New York, both being members of the Execu- 
tive Committee, we agreed that on my return 
from my trip East I should stop on my way 
back and we would then talk over the situation 
and advise as to the best plan for the best inter- 
ests of the association, which I carried out to the 
letter.

No. 9 COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS, ( 
LiverPooL, November 1, 1877. { 
To the Editor of The Journal: 

I have before me your issue of September 29, 
with an inquiry from one of your correspondents 
relative to the use of Esparto by the paper trade 
of your country, and with your editorial reply 
to the question. 

Perhaps you will kindly allow me to point out 
some inaccuracies respecting the production of 
paper from Esparto in this country, which have 
crept into the remarks you have set forth on the 
subject. 

You say that ‘‘ where Esparto is successfully 
worked it is boiled in upright stationary boilers, 
under a low steam pressure, necessitating the use 
of a large amount of caustic alkali.” In reply 
to this statement I would beg to say that the 
bulk of Esparto is boiled in horizontal rotary 
boilers, although some mills are now using up- 
right and stationary ones, principally because 
they can contain a larger quantity of the fibre, 
owing to the power of putting in an additional 
supply of Esparto after the quantity first in- 
closed has been partially boiled down. In those 
mills that have upright boilers there are also 
rotary ones at work, and on inquiry I find that 
mill managers prefer the former, for the reason 
above alleged, and also because they say the 
fibre gets more broken in thw rotary boilers, but 
this last reason appears of little consequence. 

You further say that, ‘“‘to insure a clean 
paper the Esparto must be assorted after it is 
boiled. This is done by girls, and adds to the 
expense.” In this, however, you are not correct, 
the sorting and removing roots, &c., is done be- 
fore boiling and not afterwards, as directly the 
grass comes out of the boiler it is put into the 
next process. 

In order to refresh my memory, and also to 
obtain all needful information, I went yes- 
terday through one of the largest and most 
prosperous of our Lancashire mills, and my 
present exposition is thus brought up to the most 
recent date. 

There have been numerous failures during the 


grades—such as Tripoli—do not make good 
paper; but here again the result of actual ex- 
perience in this country is to the contrary, as 
nearly all the newspapers are printed on paper 
mainly from Esparto, principally 
Tripoli, and an eminent mill manager, in com- 
mon with others, assures me that Esparto is the

produced from rags being too soft in feel and 
too liable to tear, whereas strength and crisp- 
ness to touch are realized from Esparto-made 
Doubtless, chemically 
prepared wood pulp is cheaper with you than 
here, but this source cannot by a long way pro- 
vide your manufacturers with their require- 
ments, and we at this side have long wondered 
that the fact of an almost unlimited supply of 
material (equally as open to your mills as to 
those in this country) should be ignored by your 
producers, while it gives very favorable results 
to consumers here, The trials of ten years ago 
can scarcely be considered as final and definitive, 
and I need, I think,do no more than call the 
attention of the trade to a permanent source of 
supply of raw material, which the advances that 
the trade have made in the past few years should 
be abundantly able to realize to their great ad- 
vantage. 

Freights now are low, and as soda ash and 
other chemicals which are bona fide used for 
paper-making are clearly paper-making materi- 
als, and consequently duty free, the cost to your 
manufacturers can be but little above what is 
paid here, and taking all things connected with 
the question into consideration, I look for a 
large import of Esparto into the United States 
within the next five years.
